Giovanni Biliverti was born in Florence. He was a pupil of Paul Veronese. A 
companion piece of the above picture, "Tobias and the Angel," hangs in the 
Pitti Palace. This painting was purchased in Florence by Mr. Wales, about 
fifty years ago.
